REPORT   OF  THE  TRUSTEES, 


To  His  Excellency,  James  H.  Berry,  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Arkansas  : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Arkansas  Industrial  Uni- 
versity, would  respectfully  report  through  their  Executive 
Committee: 

Having  been  appointed  in  pursuance  to  an  act  of  the 
last  General  Assembly,  the  Board  never  met  in  an  organ- 
ized capacity  until  the  eleventh  day  of  June,  1883,  it  being 
the  Monday  preceding  the  commencement  exercises,  at 
the  close  of  the  session  of  1882  and  1883. 

The  eutire  Board  met  with  the  exception  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction  and  the  President  of  the 
Faculty,  being  without  experience  or  special  information 
concerning  the  management  and  methods  of  instruction 
in  use  in  the  Institution,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  con- 
tinue the  organization  of  the  Faculty  on  the  same  basis 
upon  which  we  found  it,  filling  such  vacancies  as  occurred 
from  time  to  time,  upon  careful  examination  of  creden- 
tials as  to  qualifications  and  character  of  applicants,  and  I 
have  the  gratification  of  reporting  that  the  appointments 
thus  made  have  so  far  resulted  satisfactorily. 

During  the  ensuing  session  General  1).  H.  Hill  resigned 
the  position  of  President  of  the  Faculty,  and  his  resigna- 
tion  was  accepted  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
B  )ard  of  Trustees,  and  formally  accepted  by  the  full 
Board,  at  a  called  meeting  on  the  sixth  day  of  June,  1884, 
and  Col.  George  M.  Edgar,  of  Bowling  Green,  Kentucky, 


was  unanimously  chosen  to  fill  tbe  vacancy  ;  the  selection 
being  made,  as  those  for  subordinate  positions  had  been, 
on  the  basis  of  qualifications,  as  established  by  written 
credentials  submitted  to  the  Board.  So  far  we  have  every 
cause  to  congratulate  the  State  on  the  selection  made. 

In  compliance  with  the  desire  of  the  Board,  Col.  Edgar 
made  a  canvass  of  the  greater  part  of  the  State,  during 
the  months  between  his  election  and  the  opening  of  the 
fall  sessio£  of  1883  and  1884,  in  the  interest  of  the  Uni- 
versity, when  the  limited  time  and  railroad  facilities  per- 
mitted, and  we  think  the  result  has  been  of  advantage  to 
the  University,  and  fully  justified  tbe  expense  incurred. 

The  system  of  instruction  in  operation  at  the  time  we 
entered  upon  our  duties,  is  such  as  is  in  use  in  most  liter- 
ary institutions  throughout  the  country,  and  as  the  large 
majority  of  the  students  in  attendance  seemed  to  be  desir- 
ous of  pursuing  such  a  course,  we  have  not  thought  it 
judicious  to  interefere  with  the  arrangement,  or  substitute 
a  different  system.  We  have  limited  our  dictation  to  a 
recommendation,  to  the  faculty  especially  those  in  charge 
of  scientific  department?,  that  their  course  of  instruction 
should  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  purpose  of 
Congress  and  the  State  Legislature  in  founding  the  Uni- 
versity, for  the  "  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts."  The  course  of  instruction  in  these  departments 
carrying  a  knowledge  of  plants,  the  analysis  of  soils,  min- 
erals, and  a  practical  knowledge  of  chemistry,  is  as  far  as 
lias  been  reached  in  this  direction,  the  appropriations 
hitherto  made  by  the  Legislature  not  sufficing  to  supply  the 
plant  necessary  for  a  full  development  of  such  a  system. 

We  submit  herewith  a  statement  of  expenditures, 
(Exhibits  A.  and  B),  and  estimates  of  the  appropriations 
necessary  in  our  opinion  to  begin  and  nfaintain  for  a  lim- 
ited time  such  a  system  of  instruction.  Marked  Exhibits 
C,  D.  and  E. 

Our  own  inexperience,  coupled  with  the  limited  time  at 
our  disposal,  consistent  with  our  private  interests,  and  the 


mean 8  we  have  felt  justified  in  expending  in  that  direction, 
make  it   impossible  for  as  t<  irately  what  the  re- 

sult of  such  a  system  will  be,  knowing  that  it  must  for  a 
considerable  period  be  an  experiment.  Such  institutions 
have  been  made  successful  in  other  States,  but  have  also 
required  liberal  appropriations  to  make  them  so.  If  it  is 
the  desire  of  the  State  Government  that  practical  instruc- 
tions should  be  given  in  agriculture  and  the  mechanical 
art-,  we  suggest  and  urge  the  absolute  necessity  of  making 
a  (equate  appropriations  for  these  purposes.  In  other 
States,  where  such  practical  teaching  is  in  operation,  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  invested  in  the 
necessary  appliances  and  machinery.  If  we  expect  to  ac- 
complish similar  results,  there  must  be  a  corresponding 
outlay. 

We  submit  also,  herewith,  estimates  of  appropriations 
for  continuing  the  University  on  its  present  basis,  which 
are  in  the  main  but  a  repetition  of  expenses  that  might 
have  been  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

Engineering  and  military  science  and  tactics  being  as 
much  a  requirement  of  the  act  establishing  the  Arkansas 
Industrial  University  as  any  other  department,  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  department  of  Applied 
Mathematics  was  united  with  that  of  Commandant  of  the 
Cadets,  and  the  chair  appropriately  filled — this  being  a 
much  more  easily  accomplished  purpose  than  that  of  agri- 
culture and  the  mechanic -arts.  As  the  purpose  of  this 
branch  of  instruction  was  doubtless  intended  to  furnish 
the  State  with  a  body  of  young  men  qualified  to  organize 
lilitia,  we  suggest  the  propriety  of  dignifying  it  by  a 
provision  looking  to  the  issuing  of  commissions  of  such 
officers  as  are  necessary  to  the  proper  organization  of 
the  cadet  force  of  the  University,  believing  that  such  a 
course  will  conduce  to  a  better  organization,  and  more 
thorough  enforcement  of  systematic  discipline  throughout 
the  body  of  students. 

The  difficulty  of  maintaining  a  thorough  system  of  dis- 
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cipline,  which  we  deem  essential  to  an  institution  open  to 
both  sexes,  is  increased  by  the  custom  which  not  only 
prevails,  but  which  so  far  has  been  a  necessity,  on  account 
of  the  want  of  suitable  accommodations  on  the  grounds 
of  the  University,  of  the  students  being  distributed 
amongst  the  citizens  of  the  adjacent  towTn,  and  absolutely 
dependent  upon  such  an  arrangement  for  board. 

We  intend  no  reflection  upon  the  citizens  of  Fayetteville, 
who  form  as  intelligent  a  community  as  can  be  found  in 
the  State,  but  the  circumstances,  conditions,  conveniences 
and  necessities  of  different  families,  to  say  nothing  of  their 
diversified  opinions,  as  to  matters  of  social  intercourse  and 
discipline,  render  obvious  the  idea  we  intend  to  express. 

Under  the  circumstances,  and  with  this  view,  we  recom- 
mend the  construction  of  a  suitable  boarding  house  for 
young  ladies  on  the  grounds,  and  conveniently  adjacent  to 
the  college  buildings,  and  such  an  appropriation  in  addi- 
tion to  what  we  deem  necessary  for  current  expenses,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

The  preservation  of  the  health  of  students  being  essen- 
tially incumbent  upon  those  intrusted  with  their  care 
when  separated  from  their  parents,  and  natural  home  influ- 
ences and  restraints,  and  the  commodious  buildings  which 
we  have,  having  been  orignally  constructed  with  a  view  to 
being  uniformly  heated  by  an  apparatus  designed  for  that 
purpose,  we  submit  estimates  and  recommend  an  appro- 
priation for  the  purpose  of  heating  the  University  build- 
ings by  steam,  which  we  regard  as  of  paramount  impor- 
tance. 

In  touching  upon  the  question  of  health,  we  would  re- 
peat that  we  have  organized  through  the  regular  faculty 
a  limited  system  of  physical  culture,  though  it  has  not 
been  sufficiently  developed  to  enable  us  to  report  definitely 
upon  the  benefits  resulting  therefrom.
